
1. ACCORDING DELLINGSHAUSEN, WEHNER HAD SCHEDULED LIPSCHITZ REPORT ON 
DTLINEN BEFORE BUNDESTAG ALL-GERMAN COMMITTEE MEETING BRLN 6 -7 FEBRUARY. 



SIEGLERSCHMIDT WARNED KELL WHO NOTIFIED THEOIECK. LATTER INSISTED SUBJECT 
MUST NOT BE RASIED IN COMMITTEE BECAUSE WOULD CONSTITUTE BREACH OF FAITH WITH 
ODYOKE WHO HAD BEEN ASSURED MATTER WOULD BE RESOLVED TRIPARTITELY (SENAT/ALL- 
GERMAN MINISTRY/KUBARK. ) WEHNER GRUDGINGLY ASSENTED BUT STATED HE WOULD RAISE 
AGAIN AT LATER DATE. LEMMER TOLD WEHNER MATTER PRIMARILY SENAT RESPONSIBILITY 
WHICH ANNOYED THEDIECK BUT HE COULD NOT CONTRADICT MINISTER IN PUBLIC.
